Attempt to Lower Curtain. 


The accounts of the oricin of the 


fire are conflicting, and none of them 
certain, but tbo best reason given <s 
that an electric viro near the lower 
part of a piece of drop scenery sud 
denly bioke and was srounded 
The

of the stege. causing the members (,l

Explosion Lifts Roof. 


Immediately follow-in? this nish of

lifted the entire roof of the theater 
from Its walls, sham i ing tho great

It Is believed 


that the explosion was caused by the 
flames cominir in contact with the gns 
reservoirs of the theater, 
causing

Will J. Dans, manaeer of the the- 


ater, said after the catastroohe that 
if the people bad remained in their 
seats and huet not been excited by 
the cry of fire, not a single life would 
hare been lost 
This, however, is 


contradicted by the statements of thf> 
firemen, who found numbers of people 
sitting in their eeats, their faces di- 
rected toward the stage, as if the per. 
formance was still going on. It was 
the opinion of the firemen that these 
people had been suffocated at once by 
the flow of gas which came from be- 
Mad the asbestos curtain. As near 


about l.'iflO people were in the 


rheater. Three hundred 
of these 


were OH th? flrst floor, the balance, 
Icing in tho upper balconies and in 
the hallways back of them. 


Dead Found In Piles. 


The theater is modeled after the 


Opora Comiuqe in Paris, and from the 
rear of each lialcony there are three 
doors leading out to passageways to- 
ward the front of \he theater. Two 
of 'hesp doorways are at the end of 
the balcony and one being in the cen- 
ter. 
The audience in its rush for the 


outer air seems t«j have for the great- 
er part chosen to flee to the left en 
trance aad to attempt to mal.e its 
way down the eastern stairway lea-l- 
ing into tne lobby of the theater Ott 
side of the people burned and suffo 
cated by gas, it was in these two 
doorways on the first and second bal 
monies that the greatest loss of lif< 
occurred. When the firemen entered 
the butlding the dead were found 
stretched in a pile reaching from the 
head of the stairway at least eight 
feet from the door back to a point 
about five feet m rear of the door 
This mass of dead bodies in tho cen- 
ter of the doorway i cached to with':1. 
two feet of the top of the passageway 


Fight For Life.

Show Agony of Death. 


In the aisles nearest to the doars 


the scenes were harrowing In the ex- 
treme 
Bodies lay in every conceiv- 


able attitude, halt naked, the look on 
their faces revealing borne portion of 
the agony which must have preceded 
their death. There were scores and 
scores of people whose entire face 
had been trampled completely off by 
the heels of thoae who rushed over 
them, and in one aible the body of i 
man vas found with not a vestige of 
clothing, flesh or 
bone 
remaining 


above his waist line. The entire por- 
tion of his" body had been cut Into 
mince meat and carried away by tho 
feet of those who trampled him: a 
search was carefully made with u 
hope of finding his head, but at a late 
hour it had not been discovered, and 
all that will ever tell his friends who 
he was is the color and appearance 
of the clothing on the lower limbs, 
and this is in such a condition as to 
be hardly recognizable. 


Leaped to Certain Injury. 


The theater has been constructed 


but a short time, and all Its equip- 
ment was not yet in place. This was 
unfortunately tre case with a fire es- 
cape in the rear of the building. The 
small iron balconies to which the iron 
ladder was to be attached we^e up. 
but the ladder had dot yet been con- 
structed. When the panic was at its 
height a great number of women ran 
for these fire escape**, only to find as 
they emerged from the doorway upon 
the little iron platform that they were 
30 to GO feet from the ground, a fire 
behind and no method of escape in 
front 
Those who reached the plat 


form first endeavored to hold their 
footing and to keep back the crowd 
that pressed upon them from the rear. 
Tbe effort was utterly useless, and in 
a few moments the iron ledges were 
jammed with crowds of women, who 
screamed, fought and tore at each 
other like maniacs. 
This lasted but 


R brief interval, and tho rush from tho 
inferior of the building became so vio 
lent that many of thorn were crowded 
off and foil t<. the granite paved allev 
below. Others leaped from the plat- 
form, fracturing legs and arms, anJ 
two were picl cd up ut this point witn 
fractured skulls, having been killed 
Instantly. 


Appalls Business Men. 


Jlarely in the history of Chicago 


has its people been so stirred as bj 
the calamity of Wednesday. 
It is, 


noxt to the Chicago fire, the greatest 
catastrophe that has ever occurred 
here, and the speed with which It 
came and went seemed for a brief 
period to appall the business section 
of the eitv. 
The news spread witn 


groat raplditv. and in a short time 
hundreds of men. women and children

Clogged With Dead Women. 


The building was so full of smoke

a line of <*orps»os oO feet long, piled 
two arid throe high, on the sidewalk 
in front of the theater. It was found 
necessary, in order to convey the 
bodies rapidly to the morgue and to 
the 
vaiious 
undertaking: establish- 


ments, to impress trucks into service 
and in these, upon costly blankets 
furnished by the dry goods stores In 
the vicinity, and covered with the 
same material, the dead wore hauled 
away practically like so much cord- 
wood. 


Foy's Version of Fire. 


Eddie Poy. the principal comedian 


In the pla>. was one of the last to 
escape, by getting out through a reai 
door after assisting the women mem 
bcrs of tho company to safety. 
He 


went into the Sherman House in his 
stage eos.u,me and with his face cov- 
ered with grease paint in order to 
secure surgical attendance for some 
burns which he had sustained. 
In 


describing the commencement of tho 
fire Foy attributed the extent of tho 
catastrophe to the failure of the fire- 
proof cm tain to work properly. 
Be- 


cause of this, he said, the flames 
readily obtained access to the main 
part of the theater and were, by the 
draft, carrying with it gas as well aa 
fire, swept np to the two balconies, 
where the loss of life was sreatest

Following closely the flood disasters 
!• America the world was startled by 
the cold blooded massacre of King Alex- 
***er and Queen Draga of Servia, to- 
fetber with tlie Servian cabinet. The

tary revolutionists, who suffered only 
•owioal punishment for their crime. 


The burning of a passenger train in 


Ike Paris subway, resulting in the hor- 
tJble death of scores of imprisoned peo- 
pfe, gave warning of the new danger 
which > the march of progress makes 
fessibte in crowded cities.
